The city of London has con- 
tracted to supply the great midland 
mills with foundlings, and the only 
stipulation is that is be allowed to 
include one idiot in every shipment 
of 20 children. 

If food, water, and sunlight are 
scarce in merry England, gin is not.

The jolly drunkard, having spent his 
two-pence in the only place open to 
him, was thrown into a straw cov- 
ered cellar to sleep off his debauch 
until the factory ,whistle summoned 


hita to rs} Bright’s disease, 
tuberculosis, syphilis, dropsy and 
insanity were the inevitable con- 


comitants of such a program—pbut 
there was always a surfeit of work- 
ers, SO no one seemed to care. Over 
the whole of England lay a corrosive 
blight, a blight which all her states- 
men could not cure nor all her 
wealth ride down. The fiate of the 
English worker between 1820 and 
1850 has no parallel in the modern 
world. 

Thus far we have viewed only the 
plight of foreign countries. But’ what 
of our own people in the halcyon yes- 
teryears? For our present purpose 
let us consider the Era of Good Feel- 
ing as it was called—at the begin- 
ning of ‘the 19th century. 

Professor Beard points out that in 
1800 the small farmer, the artisan 
and the mannual laborer lived on the 
very brink of a subsistence that most 
living persons would now despise. 
Diggers on the Pennsylvania canals, 
for istance, received $5 a month, for 
working every day from sunrise till 
sunset. If they lost a leg or an arm 
on the job, that was their own tough 
luck; workmen’s compensation was 
unheard of. In the year 1819, one- 
seventh of the entire population of 
New York (today’s equivalent would 
be nearly a million people) were 
paupers, supported by charities pub- 
lic and private. Mlore than 1600 
dram-shops were licensed by the city 
but the “kitchen barrooms,” as the 
Speakeasies of the day were called, 
were numberless. To these unsavory 
resorts boys in their teens were lur- 
ed by “shanghai men,” plied with 
grog, and when they awoke, found 
themselves in the fo'’c’sle of a whal-

Unless those who are behind this

‘ment of our social conditions, what- 
ever success they may achieve in the 
number of supporters they may ob- 
tain, must be credited to the many 
factors entering into the controversy 
besides those factors indicating the 
practicability of their plan. 

Let us suppose we hive two men 
at variince over tthe method of solv- 
ing a problem in maithematics. Onc 
proposes to use a certain formula, 
the other disagrees. Their differ- | 
ences of opinion could last indefinite- 
ly until such a time as a practical 
demonstration proved who was right. 

Have we anyone in our commun- 
ity who can take the facts, that gov- 
ern our social and business existence 
and show in actual quantities of 
commodities the extra necessities we 
may obtain. This theory must be 
one that shows the result in black 
and white. 

I have heard Mr. Alberhart asked 
on two occasions about sending mon- 
ey to distant points to pay debts. 
His answer was “You don’t send 
money, the banks don’t send mon- 
ey.’ He made no further explanation 
or qvalification. Netwithstanding 
the enormous sums stolen in tnain 
robberies from time to time, how is 
this explained? To the man who can 
devise a formula to accomplish this 
miracle, to get. something for noth- 
jing, is beyond my understanding. 

According to his computations ar-| 
rived at afiter careful study, the un- 
earned increment would supply the 
needs of every adult to the extent 
of three hundred dollars per annum.

Into The Camera ! 


famous fishing lakes thalt are dotted 
across Canada, strung like glassy 
beads along the ttiny thread of the 
C.N.R. from Montreal to Vancouver. 

In the course of our spectacular 
nonstop’ flight from coast to coast, 
we worked the famous waters of 
Lake Nipigon for speckled trout, we 
tried for muskellunge and great 
northern pike in Western Ontario, 
we fished for natives and Dolly Var- 
den if Jasper Park in Albenta, for 
rainbow and mackinaw in Stuart 
Lake in British Columbia, for steel- 
head trout and coho and tyee salmon 
on Vancouver Island, for grayling 
In Alaska. . ; 
Wherever we went, we found a lo- 
cal lodge of the Fish Liars Club in 
open Sand violent session. 
first official meeting was ‘held 
at Mud River Bridge, in’ ‘Ontario 
Lake’ Nipigon Chapter, Bill’ ‘Bruce 
Lodge, No. 1. Iitt was pouring rain 
and had been for forty days and 
nights, flooding the streams. “You 
ought to be here when conditions 
are good,” said Bill. “Six to eight 
pounders are common”, and the first 
meeting of the Fish Liars Club end- 
ed. 

Mike Ament, of the Hudscn On- 
called the second 
meeting. “If you want muskies. we I! 
show you more muskies around here 
than you ever saw before. W> got 


| muskies here so big that you have 


to cut them in half to take their pic- 
tures.” 
“We finally hooked a beauty, but 


after forty minutes the swirling, 
fighting tiger-muskie got away. 
Mike figured it weighed thirty 
pounds but, before the second meet - 
ing closed, it must have weighed 
seventy. 


At least, the Jasper Park Chapter 
of the Fish Liars Club can do noth- 
ing much about the scenery. That 14 
tops. For a million years nattre 
groaned and sweated to evolve this 
stupendous circus of mountains and 
sheer ridges, high, gleaming glaciers 
and icy ‘torrents that wind in silver 
ribbons down the precipices intc the 
valleys. You cannot say much. 

At least, we had never cast a fly 
in more beautiful surnoundings. 
We fished Beaver lake, an ex- 
panse of flooded muskeg that boiled 
with one-pound trout like a hatchery 
at feeding time, and offered a fight- 
ing native for every barbless fan- 


wing Cahill that we laid upon its 
placid surface. 
With Major Fred Brewster, big- 


game hunter, sportsman and oufit- 
ter, in charge of horses and camp- 
ing equipment in Jasper Park, we 
packed by suddle from Jasper Lodge 
to the connected ponds of the Buf- 
falo Prairie, and worked for rainbow 
in the windy Valley of the Lakes. 

We leftt the cushioned ease of the 
Lodge, moved north by motor, by 
launch, by horse, by canoe and by 
foot to Medicine Hat, and along the 
course of the rushing Maligne Riv- 
er, now and then trying a tempting 
pool along the trail, on to the unpar- 
alleled grandeur of Maligne Lake, a 
nine-mile stretch of glhacier-cold wa- 
ter six thousand feet in the air and 
ringed by lofty peaks capped with 
snow, the climax of the whole unbe- 
lievable show. 

From Fort St. James, forty miles 
north of Vamnderhoof on the C.N.R.
